142. (New) The method of claim 115, wherein the instillation occurs at an angioplasty 
site following an angioplasty procedure. 

Applicant wishes to clarify that a mistake in claim numbering within the 
Preliminary Amendment of December 10, 1999 led to the claims being numbered 
incorrectly. Within the Office Action of March 29, the Examiner has properly numbered 
the claims (with the exception that the final claim should be numbered 105 and not 104). 
In an attempt to clarify the claim numbering situation, Applicant herein cancels all 
previous claims and represents the claims chosen by the Election herewith as new 
claims 106-143. These new claims are identical to claims 68-76 (Applicant's 
numbering) presented in the Preliminary Amendment of December 10, 1999 and claims 
77-104 (Applicant's numbering) presented in the Preliminary Amendment of March 24, 
2000. 
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Furthermore, within the Preliminary Amendment of December 10, 2000, it was 
the intent of the Applicant to cancel all previous claims (see top of page 2 of the 
Preliminary Amendment). Thus, claims 31-32, as numbered by the Examiner, were not 
presented for Examination in the present application. 

Claims 106-142 are currently pending. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the 
subject matter of non-elected cancelled claims in a related applications. Applicant
